In the yeere 1849. the Lom Pꝛotectoꝛ, and the 
Earle of Warwicke with an Armie, were lentts 
Stcotlande. and neere to C denboꝛrowe, at a place 
called Moſkelboꝛow, the Engliſhmen and Scots 
met in September, where the Engliſhmen obtai · 
ned a notable victoꝛy.and ſlew ofthe Scots aboue 
xiti.

In the yeere 15.49. in May by reaſon of a Pꝛo · 
clamation foꝛ incloſers, the commons of Somer · 
ſetſhlre. and Lincolnchire. made an inſurrettiõ, but 
they had ſoone their demerits: alſo the commons 
of £9:nwall and Devonſhire rebelled, requiring 
not onely their incloſers, but theyz olde Religion 


which was valiantly deferded,and the Loꝛd Rut · 


tookeand ſlewe foure thouſand, & executed theyz 
Captaynes, | 

At the lame time in July,the commons of No2» 
folke andSuffolke role, & encamped themſelues 
at a place necre Nozwich called Mount Surrey: 
the Earle of Marwicke with other, went againſt 
thein,and flewe of them aboue fiuc thouſand, and 
tooke they: Captaine Robert Ket, Tanner, who 
ſhoztly after was erecuted, ; 

In the yeers 155 l. in July, the ſweating ſickneſſe 
began at London. which was lo terrible, that peo» 
ple being in perfect health, were dead in 24. how · 
ers, oꝛ leſſe. : 

On the 22. of January following, Edward duke 
of @ommerſet was beheaded, i 

In the petre 185. king Edward died. and by his 
will bequeathed the Crowne of this Realme vn - 
tothe Lady Jane Gzep, the duke of Suftol ze his 
daughter, but ſhee enisyed the Legacie not long, 
but thereof grewe much trouble: fo2 at lat La» 
Dy Mary, eldeſt daughter vnto king Ring Henry 
the eight poſſeſſed the ſame, which of right apper · 
tatned vnts her. : 

QuceneMarybegan her reigne the ſirt day of 
July in the veere 155. and died the xrii. day of No» 
neinber 1558. when ſhee had reigned fine pecres, 
foure moneths and elcuen dayes, ano was buried 
at Weſtminſter. 

Inthis pecre, the Religion that was in Ring 
Edwards dapes, beganto be new altered, and 2 


ſell with others, went againſt the Rebelles, and 
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olde Biſhops to be reſtoꝛed againe. | 

And theſame yeere was concluded a mariage 
— Queene Marte, and Phillip King of 

paine. 

The next yeere following it was ſolemntzed on 
ſaint James day. 

Nhe lame — ſyꝛ Thomas pat, with other 
Gentlemen aſſembled an army in Rent, and came 
to London, minding to haue let the Mariage, but 
ſhoꝛtely after they were diſcomfited, and mam of 
them taken and put to death, and ſir Thomas Ct» 
at was beheaded at the Tow2e hill: and the ſame 
time was the Lady Jane, with the Loꝛd Gilfozde 
her huſband beheaded : and the ſame verre was 
the Duke of Þuffolke her Father beheaded on the 
Towiꝛechill. : 

In the peere 1857. went an army ofTuglitmen 
ouer into Flaunders, vnto the ayd of king Philly 
againſt the French men at Saint Quintaines, 
which after their comming was ſoone woone, but 
in the end it was the loſſe of Callis. ; 

And this yrere was a great perſecution and 
trueltie, with burning of mn, women © child2en, 
to the great ſozrow of many that lied vnder that 
cruell gouernment, ; 

In the ſame peere 1557 thefirſt of J innary, the 
French men came to C:llts with an Araw,+ were 
1n-iſters thereof tu leſſe then v. dayes, #the Eng» 
lich hearts ſo altered fromthe good opinfort 5 they 
had of Mueene MI rp, at v firtt entrance into the 
king dome: that nothing was moze lopfull vnta 


ue tnt 
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dout 20000,0f the plague;by reaſonwhereof Oils 


Queene Elizabeth began herraigne the 17. of 
Mouember, 1558, to the great toy and comfozt of 
all Chꝛiſtians hearts. 

' This peere the Mueene reſtoꝛed again the gol · 
pell, which was in the time of king Edward, with 
the booke of common pꝛaper, and adminiſtration 
of the Hacraments in engliſh. 

Inthe peere 1556. the Duke of Guiſe made a 
grat attempt by landing certatne cruts of ſouldt- 
ers in Scotland, but bythe wiſedome of 7 Queene 
. and Counrell, his lewde pollicy was pzenented, g 
Scotland anoided of thele crnes. 

This yecrealſo the Queene finding the Realme 
marnelloufly diſfurnifhed with Armoꝛ, made ſuch 
noble pꝛouiſion therof,that it was (great terro2 ts 
the enemfes)Trength and comfo2t to this Realm, 
And in the yeere1561.the 4:0f Tune, the @teeple 
ot @aint Paules Church in London, was ſet on 
lire by lightning, which began in the toppe of the 
Steeple. and ſo burnt downewards. and lo conſu · 
med the Steeple, and the 4. great Roofes, which 
were conercd with leade, in lelſe then 4. how2es. 

In the peere1561.the Towne of newhauen, was 
deiluered into the handes of the Qucenes power, 
but by reaſoxof the plague, which was (s ſoze a» 

mongſt them that kept it, that they wert fozſteto 
peelde it againe,vpon certaine conditions. 

In the peere 1562, after the comming fro Aw» 
bauen. the plague ſo ralgned in Englande, but e · 
ſpeclally in London, that in leſſe then oye yetre, 
there died in London and in the Suburdes, a» 
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larie Tearme was kept at Hertfozd Caſtle, befive 
Mare, where was ſingle cheere with double coſte, 
and woꝛſe lodging with no lefle charge. 

In the yeere1564.the Thames ot London was 
krolen lo hard, that thouſandes of people went on 
the Ile, and ſome playde at Fosteball, and ſome 

ot at pꝛickes, as boldely as if they had beene in 

e fields, which great yſe was conſumed in leſſe 
then thꝛee dayes, after it began to thawe: which 
ſuddaine thawe, cauſed floods and high waters, 
which dꝛowned many people, and bare downe mas 
my houſes and bꝛidges, & elpectally Dwſe bzidge 
in Yoke Citty. 

n theycere 1566, certaine houſes fn Toxnhyll 
in London were pulled downe, and the grounde 
made plainc, then was the Bozſe begun to be buil⸗ 
ded, and the ycere following it was finiſhed, and 
afterwards by the Queenes mateſty, in the yeere 
1570.it was named the Royallerchaunge, 

In the yeere 1569, the Carles of Mozthumber» 
land and CAeſtmerlande began a rebellion in the 
North. but ſhoꝛtly —— — the Queenes 
power to come againſt them, they fled into cot · 
land. but the Qutenes power followed, and flewe 
and tooke many and executed them. \ 

In the petre 1572. Thomas cd ot 
Noꝛfolte was behtaded, the ſtcondet June, at the 
Towꝛechill. ; 

Fn the peere 1572. the rrvi. of September, a 
oulters wife in London, was bꝛaught a hed ot 
ure Thildꝛen at one time. all Mayden childzen 
which were all carried to Church at once to bee 
Saptilcd, 


Baptized,b:ingall aline and in good liking. 
7 lame peere 1576. on the ix. day of þ ebzuary, 
one 


unt Aueries, a Aiddow in London, hauing 


bought vi. pound of towe in a flareſhoppe, went 
away and did not pay foꝛ it: the ſeruant (eing ſhee 
was gone without paying foz it, went after, and 
demaunded her money fo it, ſhe foꝛſwearing her 
(clfe, with curfing and othes, immediatly fel down 
ſpeechlefſc, and vomited that vpwardes, that ſhee 
ſhould haue voided downwards, with an hozrible 
ſtinck, hauing the money in her hands, that ſhould 
baue payed foz it, and io died. ; 

In the ycere 1577.theitit.v.*+ vi.dayes of July, 
was an Aſliſe holde at Oxfoꝛd, where was araig» 
ned one Rouland Jenckens koꝛ leditious wozdes 2 
at which time there aroſe ſuch a ſuddaine dampe 
amongſt the pespie there, that cauled ſich a lick» 
neſſe, that fewe that were there elcaped, the Juroꝛzs 
dyed pꝛelently, and ſhoꝛtly afrer the udges of the 
Bench died allo: there died in Oxkoꝛd iu. C.pcr · 
ſons, and there ſickned ti. C. and od, but died in o· 
ther places: it began the lirt of July, and ended 
the ir. ol Auguſt, alter which day, dyed not one of 
that ficknelſc,no2 one tnfected nat the other, there 
died not ont wo:nan oꝛ c ild of chat diſcaſe, 

In the pre 173. John Caltemer Countepala- 


tin came into the realm, was honoꝛably recciucd. 


Thie peers allo was ſuch a great now. hat many 
people and cattell were dzowned therewith. 
1579. the 6. of Apꝛil, was ſuch an Carthqnake in 
the moſt part ok England, eſpecially towards the 
Houth part, which ookt many calticz cru 
* . all 
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and houſes, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that it canſed ſich an g« 
mazednes amongſt the people, that the moſt part 
thought the woꝛld was at an end; 
Thelame yeere in Apꝛill certaine Spaniards en- 
tred Ireland, (to the aide of Deſmond,)whobutile 
a ſtrong foꝛt, and victualled it foꝛ 6. months, with 
Armoꝛ and other munition foꝛ 2000. men: which 
by the diligence of. the Loꝛd G2ay, (then Deputie 
fo: the Queene) were ſhoꝛtly ouerthꝛowne, and 
put to the lwoꝛd, onely ſome kewe of the cheifeput 
to raunſom. 
158. in Apzill, Pounler duke of Anioy, bꝛother 
to the french King, #Diucrs Nobles of Fraunce,. 
came to England, and were honozably receyned: 
and in Fcbznary following, hee went ouer into 
Flaunders, ⁊ there was created duke of Brabant. 
1575.in July, certain ſoldiours went out of — 
land to Holland, to their aide againſt the Spani· 
ards,* in Deceber following.
